HUGE  AUDIENCE  HEARS  130th  ANNUAL

During  the  Saturday  night  Priesthood  Meeting  of 
the  130th  Annual  Conference  of  the  Church,  it  was 
estimated  that  over  53,000  members  of  the  Priest- 
hood listened  to  the  meeting  through  a  closed  cir- 
cuit radio  broadcast  in  244  buildings  throughout 
the  United  States,  Canada,  and  Mexico. 

President  McKay  said  that  the  many  radio  and 
television  stations  that  carried  the  many  Conference 
sessions  was  the  means  of  permitting  untold 
thousands  of  people  to  hear  the  Conference  pro- 
ceedings— the  most  extensive  television  and  radio 
coverage  ever  given  the  Church.

We  have  as  the  direct  and  immediate  purpose,  the  establishing  in  the 
hearts  of  the  young  men  and  young  women  a  testimony  of  the  divinity  of 
God's  work,  without  which  eternal  life  cannot  be  obtained  —  for  "...  this 
is  life  eternal,  that  they  might  know  thee  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus 
Christ,  whom  thou  hast  sent."  —  President  David  O.  McKay. 
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A  SHORT  time  ago  I  prepared 
-^^  twelve  releases  for  missionaries 
whose  time  of  active  service  had 
expired.  These  misionaries  came  out 
together  and,  of  course,  they  left  for 
home  on  the  same  plane.  Perhaps  it 
was  the  unusually  large  number 
leaving  together  that  started  me  to 
wondering  how  these  young  men  will 
adjust  following  their  return.  For 
some  it  may  be  easier  than  for 
others;  schooling,  vocation  and  even 
the  armed  forces  can  be  helpful.  It 
is  to  these  young  men  and  others 
who  will  follow  that  I  would  like  to 
direct  a  few  remarks.  Regardless  of 
what  you  do  when  you  return  home 
there  are  certain  fundamental  princi- 
ples of  conduct  that  you  must  follow 
if  you  would  be  happy  and  retain  a 
measure  of  this  missionary  spirit. 


the  mission  field.  This,  you  will  aJI 
experience;  however  because  it  is 
more  difficult,  is  no  reason  why  if 
cannot  be  done.  With  this  in  mind,  1 
would  like  to  suggest  seven  requisites 
for  maintaining  the  spirit  of  your 
mission,  and  a  guide  to  living  the 
(Jospel  following  your  release. 

I.  Accept  tiie  challenge  that  presents 
itself  in  living  the  Gospel  when 
you  go  home. 

Don't  leave  the  mission  field  with 
the  attitude  and  feeling  that  the 
folks  back  home  are  all  wicked  and 
there  isn't  much  hope  for  them  or 
you  either.  Make  up  your  mind  that 
you  are  going  to  live  every  law  and 
commandment  just  as  you  did  in  the 
field.    Battles  are  rarely  won  uile.ss 


True    To 


There  are  also  certain  attitudes 
that  you  must  maintain  or  acquire 
and  a  wholehearted  acceptance  of 
every  Gospel  truth  taught  by  the 
Church,  if  you  would  reach  an  ulti- 
mate state  of  peace,  joy  and  security. 
You  have  felt  in  varying  degrees, 
that  peace  and  joy  in  th  mission 
field.  For  most  of  you,  it  wasn't  hard 
to  live  the  Gospel  and  maintain  a 
good  attitude,  thus  experiencing  in 
your  own  lives,  without  perhaps 
recognizing  it,  the  very  things  that 
bring  about  an  abundant  life. 

If  in  your  misionary  service,  you 
have  found  that  abundant  life,  then 
it  is  worth  every  effort  to  hold.  It 
would  seem  then,  that  it  becomes  a 
matter  of  adjustment.  How  can  you 
retain  the  missionary  spirit  after  you 
leave  the  field?  The  answer  obvious- 
ly is,  by  practicing  at  home  those 
things  that  produce  that  spirit  while 
in  the  field.  This  is  not  an  easy  task, 
as  the  atmostphere  is  different;  there 
are  so  many  diversions,  the  lure  of 
the  world  is  so  very  enticing;  there 
are  so  many  little  things  that  tend  to 
obscure  our  vision. 

No,  living  the  Gospel  at  home  is 
not  as  easy  as  living  the  Gospel  in 


there  is  careful  planning,  anu  a 
determination  to  win  in  face  of  all 
odds.  Remember,  this  is  your  fight, 
make  it  a  matter  of  deep  concern. 
Living  the  Gospel  is  the  biggest 
business  .vou  will  ever  be  in.  It  als" 
pays  the  highest  dividend. 

2.  Honour  your  Priesthood. 

The  Priesthood  is  not  something 

you  can  put  on  or  take  otf  like  a 
coat.  The  Priesthood  is  the  power 
and  authority  of  God,  delegated  to 
men,  and  you  either  have  it  or  you 
haven't.  There  should  never  be  a 
moment  in  you  lives  that  you  are  not 
conscious  of  this  Divine  Authority. 
The  Doctrine  and  Covenants  gives 
us  the  key  to  our  condemnation  if 
we  do  not  honour  the  Priesthood  : 

Behold,  there  are  many  called,  hui 
few  are  chosen.  And  why  are  they 
not  chosen"^. 
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Because  their  hearts  are  set  so 
much  upon  things  of  this  world,  and 
aspire  to  the  honours  of  men,  that 
they  do  not  learn  this  one  lesson — 

That  the  rights  of  the  priesthood 
are  inseparably  connected  with  the 
powers  of  heaven,  and  that  the 
powers  of  heaven  cannot  be  con- 
trolled nor  handled  only  upon  the 
principles  of  righteousness. 

That  they  may  be  conferred  upon 
us,  it  is  true;  but  when  we  undertake 
to  cover  our  sins,  or  to  gratify  our 
pride,  our  vain  ambition,  or  to  exer- 
cise control  or  dominion  or  compul- 
sion upon  the  souls  of  the  children 
of  men,  in  any  degree  of  unrighteous- 
ness, behold,  the  heavens  withdraw 
themselves;  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
is  grieved;  and  when  it  is  withdrawn. 
Amen     to    the    Priesthood    or    the 


throughout  your  lives  this  same 
feeling  of  obedience  and  loyalty  to 
those  who  preside  at  home,  "The 
Elders  Quorum  President",  "Your 
Bishop",  "Stake  President",  etc.,. 
you  will  never  need  to  worry  about 
losing  the  spirit  of  your  mission. 
The  key  to  happiness  in  the  Church 
and  Kingdom  of  God  is  obedience 
to  authority. 

4.  Service  to  others. 

I  think  perhaps  there  is  nothing 
in  life  that  is  so  satisfying  and  up- 
lifting to  the  soul  than  service  to 
others.  The  opportunity  to  serve  one 
another  is  universal.  Rarely  does  a 
day  go  by  that  we  are  not  faced 
with  the  privilege  of  serving  our 
neighbour.  The  words  of  King 
Benjamin    are    quite    applicable    at

authority  of  that  man. 

Behold,  ere  he  is  aware,  he  is  left 
unto  himself,  to  kick  against  the 
pricks,  to  persecute  the  saints,  and 
to  fight  against  God.  (D.  &  C. 
121:    34-38). 

Let  us  remember  that  the  Priest- 
hood has  power  over  Satan.  If  we 
honour  our  Priesthood,  we  will 
never  be  in  his  clutches. 

3.  Complete  Recognition  of 
Authority. 

One  of  the  joys  of  your  mis- 
sionary experience  was  filling  the 
various  assignments  given  you  by 
the  Mission  President.  You  had  no 
thought  of  resentment  when  given  a 
task  to  do.  You  welcomed  authority. 
You  loved  to  obey. 

If     you     can     carry     with     you 


this  point: 

And  behold,  I  tell  you  these  things 
that  ye  may  learn  wisdom;  that  ye 
may  learn  that  when  ye  are  in  the 
service  of  your  fellow  beings  ye  are 
only  in  the  service  of  your  God. 
(Mosiah  2:17) 

He  who  would  be  great  among 
you,  let  him  be  the  servant  of  all. 

5.  Do  not  seek  for  glory. 

Someone  has  said,  "Anyone  can 
be  a  success  if  he  doesn't  care  who 
gets  the  credit."  There  is  more  truth 
and  meaning  in  this  statement  that 
appears  on  the  surface.  How  do  you 
compare  your  Priesthood  and  testi- 
mony with  the  honours  of  men? 
Satan  sought  glory  and  power  and 
was  cast  out  of  Heaven.  These 
thoughts  should  cause  us  deep  con- 
cern. It  is  so  easy  for  us  to  seek 
honour.  Perhaps  if  we  would  but 
read  the  words  of  the  Apostle  Paul 
and  take  them  to  heart  all  "self 
glory"  would   be   done  away  with. 
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and  a  strong  spirit  of  humbleness 
remain.  "And  what  hast  thou  that 
thou  dids't  not  receive?  Now  if 
thou  dids't  receive  it,  why  dost  thou 
glory,  as  if  thou  hadst  not  received 
it?"  Let  us  give  thanks  to  the  Lord 
for  the  blessings  we  enjoy,  for  our 
achievements  and  talents  and  with 
the  master  say,  "All  glorv  be 
Thine." 


6.  Dare  to  stand  for  the  Right

Recently      an      Apostle      of 
Church  made  this  statement: 

"We  may  see  (he  time  when  our 
people  nill  again  give  their  lives  if 
they  should  dare  to  stand  for  the 
right." 

There  are  many  evil  trends  in  the 
world  today.  Our  whole  social 
structure  is  threatened  because  man 
is  not  only  tolerating  unrighteous- 
ness, but  he  is  embracing  it.  Perhaps 
the  most  striking  example  of  this  is 
the  attitude  men  and  women,  of 
prominence  are  taking  toward 
immorality.  Writers.  educators, 
judges  and  even  in  some  instances, 
clergymen  are  taking  the  attitude 
that  chastity  is  old  fashioned. 
Articles  are  appearing  in  some  of 
our  leading  magazines  condoning 
this  sin.  What  would  be  our  attitude 
toward  this  trend  of  thought?  There 
can  be  only  one  answer:  "We  can- 
not compromise  with  sin." 

Other  trends  that  are  sweeping 
the  land  and  to  which  you  will  be 
called  upon  to  take  a  stand  are: 
"Recreation  on  the  Sabbath  Day". 
"Card  Playing",  "The  Liquor  Ques- 
tion," "Government  control  through 
gratuities,  pensions,  etc."  These  are 
vital  questions  and  an  active  stand 
against  these  evils  will  produce 
spirituality  in  your  lives  and  help 
you  to  maintain  the  missionary 
spirit.     Concerning     the     land     of 


America,  the  Prophet  Alma  said: 

7  hiis  saith  the  Lord  God — Cursed 
shall  he  the  land,  yea,  this  land,  unto 
every  nation,,  kindred,  tongue,  and 
people,  unto  destruction,  which  do 
wickedly,  when  they  are  fully  ripe; 
and  as  I  have  said  so  shall  it  he;  for 
this  is  the  cursing  and  the  blessing 
of  God  upon  the  land,  for  the  Lord 
cannot  look  upon  sin  with  the  least 
degree   of  allowance.   (Alma   45:16) 

7.  Continuous  Prayers 

Perhaps  this  is  the  most  impor- 
tant requisite  of  all.  Brigham  Young 
made  the  statement :  "Prayer  keeps 
us  from  sinning  and  sin  keeps  m.v 
from  praying."  It  is  difficult  to 
estimate  the  far-reaching  effect  of 
prayer  in  our  lives.  Without  com- 
munion with  God,  there  can  be  no 
spirituality.  To  the  Nephifcs  the 
Saviour  said: 

Behold,  verily,  verily.  I  say  unto 
you,  ye  must  watch  and  pray  always 
lest  ye  enter  into  temptation;  for 
Satan  desireth  to  have  you,  that  he 
may  sift  you  as  wheat. 

Therefore  ye  must  always  pray 
unto  the  Father  in  my  name; 

And  whatsoever  ye  .shall  ask  the 
Father  in  my  name,  which  is  right, 
believing  that  ye  shall  receive,  behold 
it  shall  be  given  unto  you. 

Pray  in  your  families  unto  the 
Father,  always  in  my  name,  that  your 
wives  and  your  children  may  be 
blessed.  (3  Nephi  18:18-21) 

I  sincerely  hope  that  these  few 
thoughts  will  add  strength  to  your 
desires  to  live  now  and  always,  the 
life  of  a  good  Latter-day  Saint. 

Sister  Fisher  joins  me  in  praying 
that  you  may  be  accorded  every 
needed  blessing  as  you  continue  ia 
service  or  as  you  leave  to  resume 
the  life  and  labour  of  home.

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YOUR  QUESTION  ANSWERED

QUESTION: 

Would  you  be  so  kind  as  to  assist 
the  members  of  our  branch  in  clear- 
ing up  a  difference  that  exists  be- 
tween our  Sunday  School  teacher 
and  the  members  concerning  the 
teachings  of  the  Church  in  relation 
to  the  establishment  of  an  organised 
church  by  Jesus  Christ  during  His 
ministry  here  in  mortality? 
ANSWER: 

The  teaching  of  the  church  regard- 
ing this  matter  is  clearly  stated  in 
MORMON  DOCTRINE  by  Bruce 
R.  McConkie: 

"Our  Lord's  true  Church  is  the 
formal  official  organization  of  be- 
lievers who  have  taken  upon  them- 
selves the  name  of  Christ  by  baptism, 
thus  convenanting  to  serve  God  and 
keep  his  commandments.  (D.  «fe  C- 
10:67-69;  18:20-25.)  It  is  literally  the 
kingdom  of  God  on  earth  (D.  &  C. 
65;  84:34:  136:41),  and  as  such  its 
affairs  are  administered  by  apostles, 
prophets,  and  other  legal  administra- 
tors appointed  by  Christ  the  King. 
(1  Cor.  12:27-29.)  It  is  the  congre- 
gation or  assembly  of  saints  who 
have  forsaken  the  world  by  accept- 
ing the  gospel,  a  formal  society  of 
converted  persons  and  not  the  un- 
organized spiritual  vagary  termed 
the  Christian  Church  by  apostate 
sectarianism. 

"The  Church  was  first  organized 
on  earth  in  the  days  of  Adam,  with 
the  great  patriarch  standing  as  its 
first  president,  the  presiding  high 
priest  over  God's  earthly  kingdom. 
The  common  sectarian  notion  that 
the  day  of  Pentecost  is  the  birthday 
of  the  Christian  Church  is  an  apos- 
tate heresy.  Whenever  the  gospel 
has  been  on  earth,  it  has  been 
taught  and  administered  in  and 
through  Christ's  Church.  The  Church 
or  kingdom  as  organised  in  the  meri- 
dian of  time  by  our  Lord  and  his 
apostolic  ministers  was  a  restored 
Church. 

"It  has  always  been  common  to 
refer  to  the  Church  as  the  Kingdom. 
Matthew  so  speaks  more  than  a  score 


of  times  (Matt.  13  :  24).  But  the  term 
Church  itself  has  also  always  been 
used,  though  possibly  more  fre- 
quently in  some  ages  than  in  others. 
'The  church,  in  ancient  days,'  for  in- 
stance, chose  to  call  the  higher 
priesthood  after  the  name  of  Mel- 
chizedek.  (D.  &  C.  107:3-4.)  Some 
600  years  before  Christ,  Nephi  spoke 
of  the  'brethren  of  the  church'  (I  Ne. 
4:26)." 

Matthew  bears  witness  to  the  or- 
ganisation of  the  Church  during 
Christ's  ministry  in  these  words : 

Moreover  if  thy  brother  shall  tres- 
pas  against  thee,  go  and  tell  him  his 
fault  between  thee  and  him  alone : 
/■/  he  shall  hear  thee,  thou  hast  gained 
thy  brother. 

But  if  he  will  not  hear  thee,  then 
take  with  thee  one  or  two  more,  that 
in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  wit- 
nesses every  word  may  be  esta- 
blished. 

And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear 
them,  tell  it  unto  the  church :  but 
if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  church,  let 
him  be  unto  thee  as  an  heathen  man 
and  a  publican.        (Ma«.  18:15-17)

SINGING  their  way  across  the 
country  and  into  the  hearts  of 
the  people  of  South  Africa,  "The 
Mission-Aires"  quartet  has  just 
completed  a  two  month  tour  of  the 
mission.  Organized  as  a  good  will 
gesture  to  the  people  of  South 
Africa  and  Southern  Rhodesia,  the 
quartet  has  been  instrumental  in 
spreading  good  will  and  breaking 
down  many  prejudices  against  the 
Church. 


They  sang  in  most  of  the  main  cities 
of  South  Africa  and  Southern 
Rhodesia  where  there  are  mis- 
sionaries labouring.  A  15  to  30 
minute  programme  of  popular, 
comic,  negro  spirituals,  semi-classi- 
cal, and  sacred  music  was  used. 

An  unusual  feature  of  the  quartet 
was  that  they  sang  completely  with- 
out accompaniment  and  without 
charge.  Because  of  this  many  per- 
sons were  puzzled  when  approached

Singing  at  theatres.  Rotary  Clubs, 
schools,  churches,  hospitals,  etc.  the 
quartet    travelled   over    7.500   miles. 
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about  the  quartet  as  to  the  purpose 
of  the  tour.  This  enabled  the  mem- 
bers of  the  quartet  to  explain  about 
the  Church  and  led  to  many 
interesting  discussions. 

After  nearly  every  performance 
the  various  managers  and  persons 
in  charge  were  overwhelming  in 
their  eagerness  to  be  of  assistance 
to  the  quartet  in  obtaining  other 
places  to  sing.  One  manager  even 
wired  the  head  office  of  his  theatre 
chain  in  an  effort  to  be  of  assis- 
tance.

Local  missionaries  and 
members  were  also  instrumental  in 
arranging  bookings  at  local  schools, 
service  clubs,  hospitals,  religious 
groups,  concerts,  etc.

X\7'ITH  human  relationships  be- 
'*  coming  increasingly  more 
impersonal  we  can  well  ask  "Who  is 
my  Neighbour?" 

There  may  be  just  as  many  good 
Samaritans  among  us  today  as  there 
were  when  this  scripture  was  written, 
but  we  sense  that  there  are  certain 
forces  at  work  in  the  world  which 
tend  to  make  human  contacts  less 
friendly.  They  give  that  feeling  that 
we  are  living  in  a  "cold  world",  es- 
pecially in  the  cities. 

In  the  smaller  communities,  more 
so  in  the  country  districts,  people  are 
much  more  aware  of  each  other.  If 
any  stranger  moves  in  they  are 
always  the  first  to  go  to  him  to  get 
acquainted. 

We  may  say  we  cannot  do  that  in 
the  city  life,  but  we  in  the  cities,  more 
so  than  any  where  else,  are  at  times 
so  self-conscious  that  we  don't 
even  know  our  next  door  neighbour, 
let  alone  the  willingness  to  share  the 
brotherhood  of  man  with  them. 

In  the  small  communities  men 
barter  with  each  other.  They  know 
what  each  one  owns  and  needs.  They 
are  dependent  on  their  neighbours 
for  their  e.xistence.  That  feeling  of 
dependence  strengthens  human  re- 
lationship. It  necesitates  their  helping 
each  other  and  the  spirit  of  brotherly 
love  grows  strong. 

It  has  been  said  that  exchanging 


ties  by  neighbours  may  not  enlarge 
the  physique,  which  is  a  blessing,  but 
it  will  enlarge  the  soul  which  is  the 
greatest  blessing  of  all. 

Some  people  think  that  their 
neighbour  is  the  person  they  did 
good  to  or  like  doing  good  to.  Is 
there  a  choice? 

So  today  we  still  ask  the  questions. 
"Who  is  my  neighbour?"  and  "Am 
I  my  brothers  keeper?"  No  indivi- 
dual in  all  history  has  answered 
them  so  well  and  beautifully  as  the 
lowly  Nazarene.  Christ  even  drew 
the  answer  out  of  the  Jewish  lawyer 
who  had  asked  that  first  question, 
"Who  is  my  neighbour?"  Conclud- 
ing the  story  of  the  Good  .Samaritan. 
Jesus  turned  to  the  lawyer  and  said 
which  now  of  these  three  thinkest 
thou  was  the  neighbour  unto  him 
that  fell  among  the  thieves,  and  the 
lawyer  no  doubt  somewhat  ashamed 
replied.  "He  that  showed  mercy  on 
him." 

There  is  no  boundary  to  neigh- 
bourliness, it  may  leap  from  house  to 
house,  from  street  to  street,  from 
city  to  city,  from  country  to  country. 

Neighbourliness  should  seek  for 
the  opportunity  to  serve,  not  wait 
until  we  are  asked  to  do  something. 
Neighbourliness  cames  from  a  desire 
to  serve.  A  busybody  does  not  fill 
the  requirements  of  a  good  neigh- 
bour. There  are  many  who  sail  under 
the  banner  of  neighbourliness  who 
are  snooping,  uiquismve  meulers. 

True  neighbourliness  requires 
personal  service.  It  is  easy  to  pick  up 
the  telephone,  call  a  florist  and  have 
them  deliver  flowers  and  charge  the 
bill  to  father,  husband  or  some 
societv.  But  don't  you  think  a  perso- 
nal call  would  have  added  fragrance 
to  those  flowers? 

The  youth  are  apt  to  forget  that 
their  parents  are  their  neighbours  as 
well.  How  do  you  treat  your 
parents?  With  honour  and  respect? 
Do  you  hearken  to  their  council  and 
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advice?  Do  you  really  love  them, 
and  is  your  love  manifested  by  good 
works,  obedience,  courtesy  and 
helpfulness? 

We  older  people — how  do  we  treat 
our  parents?  Do  we  leave  them 
destitute  and  forgotten  to  fend  for 
themselves  in  their  old  age?  Or  do 
we  put  them  in  an  institution,  to 
leave  and  forget  them  there,  think- 
ing we  have  fulfilled  our  resposi- 
bilities? 

How  do  we  treat  that  neighbour 
who  is  the  closest  unto  us  —  our 
wives,  our  husbands?  Strange 
enough,  they  are  also  our  neigh- 
bours. 


Husbands,  do  you  show  your 
wives  the  love,  consideration,  en- 
couragement and  understanding  they 
deserve?  Are  you  always  willing  to 
help  them  in  the  home  and  in  the 
raising  of  the  children? 

Wives,  do  you  make  your  home 
the  place  your  husband  will  love  to 
come  to?  The  place  where  he  is  met 
with  love,  consideration  and  under- 
standing? 

Can  we  truly  say  we  love  God  if 
we  fail  to  show  luve  to  our  neigh- 
bours? 

"//  a  man  say,  I  love  God,  and 


hateth  his  brother,  he  is  a  liar:  for 
he  that  loveth  not  his  brother  whom 
he  hath  seen,  how  can  he  love  God 
whom  he  hath  not  seen"} 

And  this  commandment  have  we 
from  him.  That  he  who  loveth  God 
love  his  brother  also."  (1  John 
4:20-21) 

"...  let  us  not  love  in  word, 
neither  in  toni^ue;  but  in  deed  and  in 
truth."  (1  John  3:18) 

In  this  world  of  ours  where  money 
plays  such  an  important  part,  peo- 
ple's love  for  that  money  has  grown 
to  such  an  extent  that  they  are  willing 
to  deceive  their  fellow  man  and  con- 
travene the  commandments  of  God 
all  for  the  sake  of  a  few  extra 
pounds — instead  of  helping  him. 

In  my  line  of  business  I  see  it 
happening  every  day.  People  drive 
their  cars  to  about  70,000  miles,  then 
have  their  speedometer  turned  back 
to  about  40,000  with  the  object  of 
deceiving  the  buyer  and  getting  a 
few  extra  pounds  for  their  car.  Some 
again  say  they  won't  be  so  mean  as 
to  turn  their  speedometers  back  but 
every  now  and  then  they  disconnect 
their  speedometers  so  as  to  keep  the 
mileage  down.  Now  I  ask  you,  what 
is  the  difference? 

The  restoration  of  the  Gospel  has 
once  more  opened  man's  eyes.  Once 
more  we  know  and  the  world  at 
large  may  know  the  answer  to  the 
question,  "Who  is  my  brother?"  Tht 
fact  that  we  are  spiritual  children  of 
God  makes  us  brother  and  sister. 

Let  us  remember  and  realize  that 
love  is  the  fountain  of  many  virtues 
such  as  humility,  longsuffering,  kind- 
liness, forgiveness,  helpfulness,  sin- 
cerity, etc.  Let  us  develop  these  vir- 
tues and  so  increase  our  love  for  our 
neighbours  in  deed  and  in  truth  and 
fulfil  that  commandment  that  was 
given  us  and  may  thereby  bring  us 
nearer  to  the  goal  set  for  us : 

"Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as 
your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  is 
perfect."  (Matt.  5:48)

otherwise  and  as  a  result  meets  failure,  misery,  and  death,  he  alone  is 
to  blame.

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1_>ACJING  through  this  magazine, 
-*-  many  happy  memories  of  the 
recent  Convention  will  be  brought 
back  to  your  minds,  so  continuing 
the  theme  which  was  so  prevalent  at 
Convention,  let  me  say  a  few  more 
words  on  ENTHUSIASM !— an  all- 
important  attribute  necessary  to  all 
those  who  hold  positions  in  the  MIA 
or  any  auxiliary  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  for  that  matter. 

One  of  the  most  profound  secrets 
of  success  in  Church  work  begins 
with  a  vigorous,  continuous  physical 
activity.  This  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant teachings  of  the  gospel.  Our 
eternal  exaltation  in  a  large  measure 
depends  upon  it. 

In  a  revelation  to  Joseph  Smith, 
the  Lord  said  :  "Let  every  man  be 
diligent  in  all  things."  One  of  our 
most  vital  problems  is  how  to  pro- 
mote this  all  important  diligence  in 
our  own  lives.  Some  try  to  achieve  it 
by  dri\ing  themselves  from  the 
outside,  and  then  there  are  others — 
the  wiser  ones,  who  propel  them- 
selves by  an  enthusiasm  generated 
within  themselves.  Using  a  modern 
translation  of  Isaiah's  verse,  "Arise 
and  shine,  for  thy  light  is  come,"  we 
can  say.  "Get  thee  up  and  be  illu- 
minated!" Of  course  there  is  an 
alternative,  and  that  would  be  to 
"stay  down,  and  be  eliminated"! 

Let  us  not  be  like  the  Laodicians 
who  were   neither  hot   or  cold,   for 


then  we  will  be  "dead  on  our  feet"' 
and  many  of  the  earmarks  of  a 
cemetery  where  the  living  sleep 
above  the  ground  almost  as  soundly 
as  the  dead  beneath.  But  let  us  shake 
olT  our  lethargy,  wake  ourselves  up 
and  get  going. 

The  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  far 
more  than  a  set  of  great  ideas;  it  is 
also  a  set  of  activities.  The  letters 
"LDS"  stand  for  Latter-day  -Saints, 
but  they  could  also  stand  for  "Let's 
do  something!"  If  we  fail  in  our 
activity,  we  automatically  bring  our- 
selves under  the  sentence  of  "death 
by  disuse"  but  there  is  one  certain 
prevention;  one  sure  cure  for  this 
disease — the  inspiried  formula — the 
wonder  drug  of  Isaiah — "Get  thee  up 
and  be  illuminated!"  Run  for  your 
life!  Get  your  blood  circulating! 
Step  on  the  gas!  Get  active!  Ciet  on 
the  ball !  Use  your  talents  to  their 
utmost! 

Let  us  make  sure  that  when  we 
pass  from  this  earth  life,  our  epitaph 
will  not  read  "Here  lies  one  who 
lived  in  a  world  of  going-to-do.  but 
died  with  nothing  done."  And  how 
can  we  avoid  this?  Why,  by  writing 
Isaiah's  thrilling  words  across  our 
minds,  engraving  them  in  our  hearts, 
and  then  getting  them  into  our  mus- 
cles, our  blood  stream  and  our  ner- 
vous system —  "Arise  and  shine,  for 
thy  light  is  come"  or  "GET  THEE 
UP  AND  BE  ILLUMINATED!" 


There  arc  three  things  which  must  guide  all  teachers:  First,  get  into 
the  subject  .  .  .  ;  second,  get  that  subject  into  you;  third,  try  to  lead  your 
pupils  to  get  the  subject  into  them  —  not  pouring  it  into  them,  but  leading 
them  to  see  what  vou  see,  to  know  what  \ou  know,  to  feel  what  you 
feel.  —  President  David  O.  McKav.

YOl'  will  recall  that  Chapter  12 
m  the  Sunday  School  HAND- 
BOOK, the  new  chapter  on  the  Sun- 
day School  enlistment  program,  was 
rewritten  for  the  1959  edition  with 
certain  changes.  While  the  Sunday 
School  teacher  for  each  course  has 
the  direct  responsibility  for  the  atten- 
dance and  activity  of  each  member 
ol  Ihe  class,  the  superintendency  still 
has  the  full  responsibility  for  enlist- 
ment in  the  Sunday  School. 

We  know  that  with  18  per  cent 
average  attendance  in  the  Gospel 
Doctrine  Course  we  are  reaching  our 
lowest  percentage  of  attendance 
among  adult  clases.  It  is  among  the 
adult  group  that  the  biggest  enlist- 
ment potential  ovists. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that 
you  study  again  page  69  of  the 
H.^NDBOOK,  "The  Member  of  the 
Ward  Superintendency  in  Charge  of 
Enlistment  Work."  (See  page  76 
MISSION  HANDBOOK).  Para- 
graph No.  2  says.  "The  member  of 
the  Superintendency  in  charge  of  en- 
lislsment  work  should  call  class  offi- 
cers of  Courses  20  or  21,  24  or  25 
26  or  27.  28  or  29  to  go  over  the 
potential  lists  of  all  adult  members 
of  the  ward.  They  should  divide  the 
list  among  the  offered  courses.  After 
the  names  are  divided,  each  group 
of  names  is  placed  on  the  potential 
roll  of  the  course  to  which  it  has 
been  assigned.  Thereafter  the  class 
officers  of  the  course  are  responsible 
for  the  enlistment  work  with  the 
persons  in  that  group  under  the 
direction  of  the  teacher." 

Thi*.   process,  if  followed  through 
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carefully  and  forcefully,  should 
create  new  potential  enlistment  rolls 
from  which  more  people  may  be  in- 
duced into  participation  in  the  Sun- 
day School  work  and  possibly  new 
classes  may  be  offered. 

At  page  72  of  the  HANDBOOK 
(page  76-80  MISSION  HAND- 
BOOK) further  detail  is  set  forth  as 
adult  groups  may  beorganized.  The 
suggestions  there  are  practical  as  far 
as  concerns  the  placing  of  the  names 
on  the  various  rolls  and  the  wel- 
coming of  the  people  into  activity. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  branch 
superintendents  to  see  that  their  offi- 
cers and  teachers  understand  enlist- 
ment work  and  superintendents 
should  spend  a  certain  portion  of 
each  faculty  meeting  with  the 
teachers  on  the  subjects  of  keeping 
up  the  class  roll,  the  enlistment  re- 
cord, and  the  assignment  for  students 
to  make  personal  visits.

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EDITORIAL

\  CHILD'S  first  impression  of  the
